It is a subject which, because 
of its emotional content, usually 
is put aside with the remark, 
*“‘Let’s don’t talk about it. If peo- 
ple wouldn’t talk about these 
things they would solve them- 
selves.” 

It.is an old reaction, best il- 
lustrated by ‘‘Gone With the 
Wind’s” Miss Scarlett O’Hara 
who, when confronted with a 
distasteful decision, pushed it 
away with the remark, “We'll 
talk about that tomorrow.” 

But “‘tomorrow”’ has an ugly 
habit of coming around. 

I believe it a fact that the 
average citizen doesn’t yet have 
any idea that such a decision is 
possible, or that everything indi- 
cates that a decision—one way 
or the other—is close at hand. - 

So, somebody, especially those- 
who have a duty so to do, ought 
to be talking about it calmly, 
_ and informatively. 


The Cases 


The issue -of segregation in 
schools is before the court in 
five cases involving South Caro- 
lina, Virginia, Delaware. Kan- 
Sas and the District of Colum- 
bia. There are 13 other states 
which would be affected. 

All of these cases are brought 
on the basis of the 14th amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the 
United States which forbids a 
state to adopt any legislation 

“which shall abridge the privi- 
leges”’ of any of its citizens or 
deny them “equal protection” 
under the law. 

In 1896 the Supreme Court 
held that “separate but equal’”’ 
facilities met the demands of 
the 14th amendment. Failure to 
meet the requirements of this 
decision in the years that fol- 
lowed now has the states _in- 
volved raising taxes and spend- 
ing hurriedly in arr effort to sat- 
isfy the “separate but equal” 
phase of the 1896 decision. 

But, the present complaints 
each contend that separation it- 
. self constitutes a condition of 
ineqfiality and does, in fact, 
abridge the privileges of colored 
citizens. 

This, in brief, is 
background. 

The Supreme Court cannot 
fail to appreciate what it would. 
meéan suddenly to overturn cus- 
toms and traditions, as well as 
a former decision by the court, 
all of which have had the tenure 
of more than half a century. 

The court may very well rule 
that in the grade schools there 
is no question of “prestige,” 
such as exists in a long-estab- 
lished professional or graduate 
school, and leave to the states 
the decision as to what they 
will do about segregation in that 
field. 

The court can reflect the new 
administration policy and elim- 
inate the dual system entirely, 
or, though it is doubtful, simply 
reaffirm the decision of 1896.

There is yet another possibil- ‘|- 


ity—and an important one. 

The court can rule segrega- 
tion unconstitutional—but allow 
the states affected a period of 
years in which to work out pro- 
cedures satisfying the court’s 
decision. 


Effect 


Whatever happens, for some 
years the majority of Southern 
Negro children will continue to 
go to separate schools. There 
will be evasive actions and legal 
tests. In many communities the 
wiser Negro leadership, with 
segregation no longer sanctioned 
by law, will be content to main- 
tain separate schools until pub- 
lic opinion accepts it. 

The pattern of segregation has 
changed radically'in the past 20 
years. It is often confusing in 
its startling contradictions. No- 
where in the South does it fol- 
low hard and fast rules. It con- 
tinues slowly to break down at 
the edges, But, for a long time, 
by gerrymandering, by -aboli- 
tion. of school systems and oth- 
er methods, separate Schools will 
be maintained. . 

The vital pogint is—there is no 
reason for’ violence, whatever 
the decision. Leadership every- 
where in the South must talk 
about this and make it clear. 
Anger and violence solve noth- 
ing. |

U. S. Acts To’*End 
Short-Term Debt

Treasury took its first big step 
today to redeem a major Republi- 
can campaign pledge and push 
back the overhanging load of 
short-term government debt by 
announcing the first long-term 
federal bond issue in 20 years— 
an offering of $1,000,000,000 in 
3% per cent securities maturing 
June 15, 19832. 

The new issue, together with 
increases in weekly offerings of 
Treasury bills, is planned to meet 
the cash needs of about $2,000,- 
000,000 for the remainder ‘of the 
fiscal year ending June 30, Of- 
ficials said offerings of Treasury 
bills would be stepped up gradual- 
ly from about $1,200,000,000- to $2%- 
000,000,000 a week. 


CALLABLE IN 1978 

To be dated May 1, 1953, and 
callable on or* after June 15, 
1978, the new bonds are to be 
fully marketable. Although of- 
fered for cash with the opening 
of subscription books on April 13, 
the offering will also be avail- 
able on an exchange basis for 
series F and G savings bonds 
maturing from May 1 through De- 
cember, 1953, in the amount of

about $1,100,000,000. 

Reflecting a radical departure 
from Treasury policy through suc- 
cessive Democratic administra- 
tions, the new bond issue is the 
first long-term offering since Oc- 
tober, 1933, when the agency put 
out $500,000,000 10 to 12-year 
bonds in exchange for a like 
amount of refunding 4% per cent 
bonds. The new 3% per cent is- 
sue also carries the highest in- 
terest rate since the 1933 opera- 
tion. 


REAL SIGNIFICANCE ! 
The real significance of the 
Treasury move, however, will be 
found in the generally deflationary 
effects it is expected to prdouce 


throughout the entire eTonomy. 


The new 3% per cent rate vir- 
tually guarantees an increase in 
the cost of borrowing with an 
automatic increase in the cost of 
mortgage financing and ‘so-called 
‘‘call money’’ or short-term cor- 
porate financing. 

Treasury officials said the 
amount of the issue had been 
limited deliberately to about $1,- 
000,000,000 so as to leave the 
money market ‘‘a little hungry.”

These two points relating to 
the Far East are salient in the 
administration’s current thinking 
as it ponders the Moscow-gener- 
ated peace feelers. 

Administration leaders will be-

Sitting Bull’s Remains 


FORT YATES, N. D., April 


8—(UP)—A group of South Da- 


kotans invaded North Dakota today, dug up the-remains of Sitting 
Bull, and reburied the famed Sioux Indian chief in South Dakota, 


where citizens claim he belongs. 

North Dakota Gov. Norman 
Brunsdale promptly branded the 
switch ‘‘an underhanded deal all 
the way through” and ordered an 
investigation by the state at- 
torney general’s office. 

Transfer of the old warrior’s 
remains climaxed a quarrel be- 
tween the two states that reached 
into Congress, as well as the gov- 
efnors’ mansions. 

Charles Spencer, superintend- 
ent of the Standing Rock Indian 
Reservation here, said the South 
Dakotans acted under authority 
of a telegram he received from 
the Interior department at Wash- 
ington. 7 

Spencer said the telegram 
stated that if heirs of the chief 
wanted the body moved they had 
a right to do so. In Washington,

Free ot Politics 


To begin with, we want to voice a 
complete vote of confidence in Miss Ira 
Jarrell, superintendent of Atlanta 
schools, and in her administration. 

She is able and she is not weak- 
willed enough to be frightened by po- 
litical pressures or' the petty angers of 
politicians. She stands first of all for 
the welfare of the children. So do the 
people of this or any other city. We 
call to the attention of candidates for 
the board of education that they are 
expected to take the same position and 
that the people properly will resent the 
fact they insert into the schools their 
own jealousies and their own political 
feuds. 

So we stand with the people along- 
_gide Miss Ira Jarrell . . . without any 
reservation whatever. 

So much for that. 

We are shocked at two persons. 
One is A. C. (Pete) Latimer, Seventh 
Ward board member, who has charged 
Miss Jarrell with politics and whose 
charges go unsustained by any evi- 
dence, as of this writing. 

We are shocked because we have 
regarded him as a responsible public 
official not likely to go off on tangents. 

But Mr. Latimer is very vulnerable. 

He openly admits, according to re- 
ports undenied as of this writing, that 
he supports a candidate for election to 
the board. But he is quité angry be- 
cause, forsooth, he thinks other*persons 
are supporting someone else. This puts 
him in a ridiculous position. He can- 
not demand that only he, of all the 
school people, be allowed to have a 
preference. 

We think highly of Mr. Latimer and 
hope he will cool off and apologize to 
the superintendent. 

As for board member Dr. Charles 
Rife, we believe his actions should be 
investigated by the grand jury to see if 
he has violated election or primary 
laws. Dr. Rife is charged with having 
telephoned an assistant superintend- 
ent and having told him that if he did 
not get his, Dr. Rife’s, opponent out 
of the race “he would fire him at the 
next board meeting.” Another state- 
ment is that Dr. Rife threatened to 
“tear up the school administration if 
his opposition was not eliminated.” 

In a statement late Wednesday, Dr. 
Rife did not quite clarify his position. 
He said he had made no “threats,” but 
did say’ that he had given the school 
executive “until 6 o’clock Monday to 
get his (Dr. Rife’s) opponent out of the 
race.” This, it seems to us, would be 
considered hy the average person as be- 
ing quite close to a threat—if not an 
actual threat. Certainly it was an ulti- 
matum. 

We still think an_ investigation 
might be had. And we question whether 
or not by such tactics Dr. Rife has not 
placed in doubt his fitness to hold this 
office. It is simply fantastic for any 
board member to assume he may play 
politics for all it is worth and expect 
the school people to sit by like babes in 
the woods waiting for the ax to fall. 
With a factional school board engaging 
in this sort of politics, the school people 
cannot fail to exercise their rights as 
citizens. Let any political board clean 
its own house and set an example. 

That school officials should be 
harassed and threatened by board 
members merely because they feel some 
threat to their being elected is an ugly 
and revealing fact. 

“T will not be threatened or intimi- 
dated,” says Miss Jarrell, “nor will I 
be asked to trade or make (election) 
tickets. Politicians had better keep 
their hands off the school department 
and its personnel.” 

To that we say “Amen.” 

And we suggest that the PTA and 
all citizens interested in the schools be- 
ing free from political machinations by 
ambitious candidates join in the same 
chorus and seek to have that sentiment 
reflected at the polls. 

That the educational future of in- 
nocent children should be dragged in 
this sort of stupid political mire is not 
to be tolerated.

Milk Price Control 


Seen as Unfair 


Georgia housewives and those who must 
pay the bills for food in our states are, 
undoubtedly, grateful for the one-cent-a- 
quart reduction in the price of milk. 

While this small reduction is good, a 
far more important question in the minds 
of the consuming public is whether price- 
fixing of milk is a proper function of our 
State government. In times of emergency 
there can be justification for price fixing 
of basic commodities. However, the fed- 
eral government has taken the lead in re- 
moving price controls on the theory that 
there is no longer an emergency. If this 
be true of prices of other commodities, it 
would seem that it is equally true of milk. 

There is grave doubt that the state has 
any legitimate right to fix the price of 
milk. A lot of people fee] that consumers 
and producers of this vita] food item would 
be far better off if the retail price of milk 
were settled by competition and the laws of 
supply and demand. 

Georgia makes no attempt to fix the 
price of meat, flour, lumber, clothing, 
bread and the thousands of other things the 
people of our state buy. Why, then, should 
the state fix the price of milk? 

Such a ,program, it would seem, is un- 
fair to the consumers and to the milk pro- 
ducers as well. After all, the American 
way, in normal] times, is to let competition 
and the laws of supply and demand govern 
the price at which commodities are sold.

Ammo Shortage? 
Truth Comes Out 


WASHINGTON—Despite all the alibis 
and the inspired excuses that have been 
planted here and there by the Pentagon and 
its apologists, the truth is coming out about 
the ammunition shortage in Korea. 

The most damaging evidence thus far 
has come from Robert Lovett, former Sec- 
retary of Defense, and Asst. Defense Sec. 

Wilfred J. McNeil. The 
Senate subcommittee of 
the armed services com- 
mittee now has received 
confirmation of the 
main points made by 
General Van Fleet. 

The facts are that 
there has been a serious 
shortage during the Ko- 
rean War—and that it 
has been overcome. But 

en the red tape which gave 
rise to "the shortage has not been removed. 

Lovett is one of the most forthright pub- 
lic officials Washington has seen in many 
years—and in many respects perhaps the 
most nonpolitical. For what he said in his 
testimiony damages the record of the Tru- 
man administration, of which he was a cabi- 
net officer. 

While there were shortages of ammu- 
nition—not only in Korea but in Europe— 
the fact remains that America’s productive 
capacity was equal to the emergency and 
was not given a chance to function. The 
planning was bad—and Lovett frankly ad- 
mits it. He tried to put the finger of blame 
at the time on particular places in the com- 
plicated organization of the Pentagon, but 
he was unable to do so. He did point out 
that contracts took a long time to negotiate 
—too long: Oné reason, of course, is the re- 
striction placed by Congress itself on the 
letting of contracts. Politics enters into it. 

Thus the Army can’t always award a 
contract where it can get the job done most 
quickly. It must bear in mind the political 


pressures which say big business gets too 


many contracts and small business doesn't 
get enough. 

McNeil testified that a contract some- 
times goes to as many as 42 sections or di- 
visions and involves some 200 operations. 

As a consequence, the Senate subcom- 
mittee decided to delve into the methods by 
which contracts are awarded and to find 
out just who was responsible for the delays. 

The real question is being sidestepped 
by some of the Pentagon officers, who are 
feeding the press stories that General Van 
Fleet cduldn’t have resumed the offensive 
in June, 1951, even if permitted to do so. 
All the messages haven’t been made public, 
but it is significant that stories are being 
inspired that make it appear that General 
Van Fleet himself didn’t want to go on 
the offensive for fear of too many casual- 
ties. Actually the general wanted the Pen- 
tagon to move into a big anrphibious oper- 
ation. He needed ammunition for offensive 
operations of various kinds.

Atomic Power Is 


A Public Trust 


WASHINGTON—It is hardly an exag- 
geration to say that perhaps the most im- 
portant congressional hearings of the last 
half century, so far as the preservation of 

; low costs for power for 
home and industry are 
concerned, are those 
tentatively scheduled to 
begin next week, April 
15, before a subcom- 
mittee of the joint com- 
mittee on atomic en- 
ergy of Congress. 

The subcommittee, 

of which Rep. Carl 

Hinshaw (Rep., Calif.) 

| is chairman, is to ex- 

plore iver that ‘Private industry, in- 

cluding utilities, be ‘‘cut in’’ on develop- 

ment of atomic power, our newest form of 

energy which is now well beyond the ex- 
perimental stage. 

Ever since the discovery of atomic en- 
ergy, powerful private interests have been 
exerting pressure to get their hands on it 
for their own exploitation on their own 
terms. Thus far, they have been prevented 
by the Atomic Energy Act which reserved 
atomic energy in trust for our people and 
provided safeguards to keep it from get- 
ting under control of a private monopoly. 
This was one of the great decisions of our 
history and grew out of the sad experience 
with private monopoly of electricity with 
resultant financial scandal that hit both in- 
vestors and consumers. 

But atomic energy is a fresh new field. 
Private interests have stepped up their 
campaign to break down safeguards in the 
Atomic Enérgy Act since the new adminis- 
tration came into power. They sense a 
“‘more favorable climate.’* Such, indeed, 
is amply manifest in numerous ways cited 
here from time to time in restrictions being 
imposed, both through change of personnel 
and policy in key agencies, on expansion 
of public power in the field of electricity. 

This trend brought a warning the other 
day by Sen. Henry M. Jackson (Dem., 
Wash.) who, in a speech before the Midland 
Co-operative Wholesale at Minneapolis, de- 
clared that the “grab for offshore oil is 
only an‘opening gun in a widespread attack 
on our nation’s resources.’’ He spoke of 
atomic energy among these resources. 

The way was opened for an attempted 
raid upon this newest source of energy by 
a report of the National Security Resources 
Board to President Truman just before he 
left office. That urged removal of ‘‘uncer- 
tainties’”’ in present law which it ‘said re- 
tarded industrial utilization of atomic en- 
ergy. Specified were patent controls re 
tained by the Atomic Energy Commission 
and provisions forkhidding private owner- 
ship of facilities capable of producing fis- 
sionable material in substantial quantities, 
and prohibiting the AEC from licensing 
civilian users until 90 days after a report 
to Congress. ~ 

The whole subject is. one of technical 
complexity for the layman and will be hard 
to follow. What the public must guard 
against is that, under @ camouflage of be- 
wildering technical lingo, it does not find 
itself the victim of another ‘‘give-away’— 
and this ane so vitally important, for it be-

WASHINGTON—The new congressional 
directory, fresh off the presses of the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office, is one of the more 
arresting bits of Americana, especially 
page 3 to 158—the biographical chapter. 

The biographies range in length from 

the brilliant reluctance of Rep. Dewey 
Short of Galena, Mo., 
who simply lists his 
name, to lengthy and 
flattering self-apprais- 
als which cover hun- 
dreds of lines of type. 
It is interesting to note 
what our representa- 
tives fee] should be 
noted. 

Rep. John Leonard 
Pilcher (Dem., Ga.) 
identifies himself as 
“dirt farmer for 35 years,”’ among other 
attributes. Georgia has a congressman 
who lists his nickname, Elijah Lewis (Tic) 
Forrester. So*has Illinois. The representa- 
tive from its 25th District is C. W. (Runt) 
Bishop, who writes of himself, ‘‘learned 
tailoring trade; worked as coal miner, tele- 
phone lineman, professional football and 
baseball player and manager.”’ 

Barratt O’Hara (Dem., IIl.), one of the 
most versatile men in Congress, tells of a 
life that has ranged from ‘‘member of 
Smithsonian Institution party exploring jun- 
gles of Central America for fungi growth” 
to “at 21 was sporting editor of Chicago 
American and writer of nationally syndi- 
cated sports column.”’ 

Senator Sparkman, who might have been 
Vicé-President, reveals he is a lieutenant 
colonel in the Organized Reserves. Sen. 
Thomas H. Kuchel of California writes that 
his parents ‘‘were among the pioneers who 
founded the city of Anaheim in 1859.”’ 

Rep. Hugh Scott (Rep., Pa.), a scholarly 
soul, has combat experience in Korea with 
the Marines. Rep. Robert L. Condon (Dem., 


Calif.) won the Silver Star in World War I. 


Rep. Douglas R. Stringfellow (Rep., Utah) 
is a heroic World War II paraplegic. So- 
lons who have experienced trouble with 
Sen. Wayne Morse of Oregon will nod 
sagely when they read in.the directory his 
cryptic ‘‘taught argumentation at Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin and University of Min- 
Nee «46 

Sen. Stuart Symington (Dem., Mo.), & 
rich man, makes note of the fact that he 
‘‘attended public schools, working summer 
vacations as an office boy of 12 for $2 a 
week: machinist apprentice at 14 for $6 a 
week.’””’ Mrs. Leonor Kretzer Sullivan 
(Dem.), first woman to be elected to Con- 
gress from Missouri, is proud of being one 
of nine children. Sen. Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey (Dem., Minn.) boldly admits he was 
a radio news commentator in 1944 and 1945. 
Sen. Mike Mansfield ‘‘joined United States 
Navy at 14 years of age.”’ 

Rep. Frank C. Osmers Jr. (Rep., N. J.) 
is, among many other things, a “‘gem ex- 
pert.”” Rep. Jack Dempsey (Dem., N. M.) 
was “born at Whitehaven, Pa., June 22, 
1879, formerly vice-president of the Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit Co., Brooklyn, N. Y.” 
Rep. Adam Clayton Powell Jr. (Dem., 
N. Y.) notes, **. . . studied four months in 
Europe, North Africa and Asia Minor; min- 
ister of the Abyssinian Baptist Church, 
1937, organized 1808, membership over 10,- 
000, budget $95,000, property worth $750, 
000.”’ . 

Sen. Joe McCarthy, most discussed man 
in the directory, dismisses himself in one 
sentence. It goes, “Joseph R. McCarthy, 
Republican, of Appleton, Wis.; born in 
Grand Chute, Outagamie County, Nov. 14, 
1909: elected to the United States Senate in 
1946 for the term ending Jan. 3, 1953; re- 
elected Nov. 4, 1952, for term ending Jan. 
3, 1959." The directory is, as you see, also 
a tome of immense understatement.

What Did Christ 
Mean by ‘Peace?’ 


. 

Nothing in the wide world. brings a 
greater measure of peace and poise to our 
troubled lives than a deeply confident: faith 
in God. We have heard this testimony from 
the lips of dévout persons and we have 
learned this truth in our own lives. 

Christ, as mediator of God’s will, said: 
*‘Peace I leave with you, my peace I give 
unto you” (John 14:27), and Bs, <rnsied — 
I have spoken unto you, (eee) 6 
that in me ve might = 
have peace’ (John 
16:33). Few words in 
the Bible have offered 
more consolation and 
promise. 

But the path to the 
peace which Christ gives 
to man is not without 
dangers, difficulties and 
hardships. In what at 
first seems a _ conflict- Sd 
ing view, Christ also said: ‘‘Suppose ye that 
I am come to give peace on earth? I tell 
you, Nay; but rather division” (Luke 12:51). 
A parallel passage reads: ‘Think not that 
I am come to send peace on earth: I came 
not to send peace, but a sword’’ (Matthew 
10 :34). 

To resolve what here seems to repre- 
sent contradictory ideas concerning peace, 
one must know what Christ means by 
*‘peace.’’ The peace Christ brings is not, 
as we sometimes suggest, an absence of 
strife. Peace is not a resigned and nega- 
tive acceptance of calm and quiet. There 
is no New Testament suggestion that the 
peace Christ brings implies some kind of 
a spiritual siesta for the faithful. 


Rather, Christian “peace” means 
achievement or acceptance of a right rela- 
tion with God. Even a cursory reading of 
the New Testament affirms that Christ did 
not bring to those who loved Him most an 
escape from trouble and turmoil. Rather, 
he required a sharp division between the 
godly and the ungodly, The fiery sword 
of the spirit slashes asunder good and evil. 


Christ’s disciples were told to break off 
all relations with evil if they wished to 
achieve a right relation with God. Then, 
and only then, could peace possess the 
heart. And this road to a right relation 
with God led not infrequently through per- 
secution and martyrdom. 

During a three-week preaching mission 
at Thessalonica, Paul and Silas were not 
without the cheer which a generous response 
brings, but there were those who believed 
not and in retaliation they “‘set all the city 
in an uproar.’ 

Then follows the accusers’ comment, 
which has been a challenging clarion across 
the wide Christian centuries: “‘These that 
have turned the world upside down are 
come hither also’ (Acts 17:6). Christ’s 
ministry did just that: if turned the world 
upside down. The old order of greed, self- 
ishness and self-concern demanded a re- 
versal. Christ required a new set of values. 
Christ offered a new relationship with God. 

Only through a spiritual revolt against 
the values and standards of the world can 
peace, come. Only through godlike living 
can the peace of God possess a man’s heart.

' State payrolis for the new quar- 
ter approved through Wednesday 
by Governor Talmadge had de- 
clined a total of $102,860.87. The 
governor has passed budget re- 
quests of all but a few state agen- 
cies in his economy drive. 

Earlier, less complete reports 
had indicated total payrolls were 
rising instead of falling. Drastic 
cuts were made in additional 
agencies approved Wednesday, 
however, to reverse this trend. 

There is no indication as to the 
final savings yet, with requests 
from the University System, Edu- 
eation department, Agriculture 
department, and Commerce de- 
partment yet to receive action. 

Biggest slash in payroll ap- 
proved Wednesday was made by 
the State Forestry Commission. 
It cut its personnel spending by 
$116,861. Department officials 
gaid this was largely a seasonal 
reduction, laying off temporary 
employees hired for the fire fight- 
ing season. 

The governor used his own red 
pencil on the comptroller gener- 
al’s department to effect savings. 
He slashed $3,135 from the Fire 
Safety Commission’s activities in 
this department, after Comp- 
troller General Zack Cravey had 
asked for practically the same al- 
lotment as last quarter. He 
whacked $1,030 from the rating 
bureau, after the comptroller 
asked almost the same as last 
quarter. The comptroller asked 
for an increase of approximately 
$4,000 in his general office, and 
received an increase of only 
$1,110. 

Part of the earlier reductions 
fn the Welfare department were 
restored Wednesday. Director 
Alan Kemper found employees to 
fill vacancies at the Milledgeville 
State Hospital and obtained a spe- 
cial appropriation of $1,962. 

The Game and Fish Commis- 
sion cut its payroll by $8,508. 

The Merit 
spending for salaries fell $25,- 
465.75 below the previous quarter, 
as the department started oper- 
ating on a half-staff. 

Increases in payrolls were ap- 
proved for four agencies of the 
secretary of state’s offices.

Chrysler, 
Ford Join 
Wage Cut 


DETROIT, April 8—(P}—Chrys- 
ler Corporation and the Ford 
Motor Co. today~ joined General 
Motors in cutting wages one 
cent an hour. 

Two smaller firms also fol- 
lowed the lead set by General 
Motors yesterday in reducing its 
cost-of-living allowance to hourly 
rated workers. The one penny 
reduction was based on a drop 
in cost of living as reported by 
the Government’s Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics. 

So far, nearly 850,000 of the 
1,250,000 production wofkers in 
the automotive industry have 
been affected by the one-cent 
wage cutback. 

Chrysler, Ford and GM, the 
‘‘big three’ in the auto industry, 
announced their reductions in 
the cost-of-living allowance will 
become effective April 13. 

The Chrysler reduction affects 
113,000 hourly rated employees 
and more than 20,000 salaried 
workers. Ford said pay will be 
slashed by one cent an hour for 
130,000 hourly rated workers and 
most of 40,000 salaried employ- 
ees.

TOOLS NEEDED 


(1) Two pails—one for suds, 
one for rinse—or have a two- 
compartment pail that holds 
both suds and clean water. 

(2) Brushes—A stiff broom 
for small rugs and heavy 
sweeping, a soft-haired broom 
for kitchen and halls, whisk 
broom for furniture and maéat- 
tresses, a soft little brush for 
washbowl laundry, a_ whisk 
broom trimmed to a V for up- 
holstery corners. Shake brushes 
through soapsuds and rinse aft- 
er each use. Flannel covers or 
a towel wrapped around a 
broom will get at cobwebs. 

(3) Clean cloths—The more 
they’re washed, the softer they 
get and the more lint they shed. 

(4) Dustless Dusters—To 
make your own, soak a cloth 
for several hours in hot suds 
with a few drops of turpentine. 


Wring and dry. Now the cloth 
will hold dust, not spread it. 
(5) Sponges—Cellulose 
sponges make soft but durable 
cleaning tools, are easy on the 
hands, and lint free. Use one 
for soaping, another for rinsing. 


Squeeze one like an accordion 


in suds to build up rich lather 
quickly. 

(6) Three Mops—A soft mop 
for polished floors, a string or 
cloth mop for floor washing, a 
detachable lamb’s wool appli- 
cator on a stick to wax floors. 
Launder all often.

since the days of ‘I’m a Fugitive from a Georgia Chain Gang,” 
knows that impressive improvements have been made in the care, 
feeding and punishment of law violators. In fact the Georgia 


chain gangs, which once constituted a national disgrace, have 
been replaced by a system which has recently been held up as a 


model for other states. 


For all this improvement within prisons,

cept men and women who have 
served a period of time in an 
institution of this type as em- 
ployees. It is our contention, 
however, that unless jobs are se- 
cured for these men at once they 
are almost certain to return to a 
life of crime as their only means 
of survival. Since over 95 per 
cent of the prison population will 
be released some day, it seems 
only good business as well as hu- 
manitarian -to do all that is pos- 
sible to aid in their rehabilita- 
tion.”’ 


In any ¢ase, the risk of hiring 
an ex-prisoner—either man or 
woman—isn’t too great. Parolees 
are under the direct supervision 
of the State Board of Pardons 
and Paroles and any infraction of 
parole regulations results in their 
return to the clink. Records— 
both before and during imprison- 
ment—are made available to 
prospective employers and, as 
the editor points out, no employer 
is under any obligation to retain 
a man or woman who is not satis- 
factory.
